In searching for tin* probable win- i 
ners of these coming events, it is <|uite natural that we look over the re«-ords of the stake winning 
liorscs of last year. To a two-year-old. W. S. Kilmer’s 81111 Briar, fell the rielnsit plums of 1917 1 
This liigh-class foreign-bred .vunngster won tlie Hu|iefiil Stakes, tlie richest of the .rear, wurtli 
$30.4100 to the winner: the Saratoga ^S|M* 4 *iaI. with a net value of $11,750, and several other' stakes. 



amounting to $28,100. Closely following this great three-year-old is an older horse, no utlier than the 
sensation of tin* year, the so-styled ''miracle horse.” Old Rosebud. W. E. Applegate's great gelding 
won seven stake ra«*es of tlie total net value of $25,190. meeting and beating tlie best handi<-ap horses of 
tlie matured division. Had the valiu*s of thi* stakes for the oldi'r horses been 011 a liar witli tliose offered 
the two and thr 4 *e-year-olds. Old Rosebud would probably lave linished at the toil of tlie list. Roamer 
was anotlier old horse to figure prominently in the stake winnings of the year, liis total being $13,800. 
Tlie sensational Tippity Witehet duplieatist Umar Khayyam’s rword in stake events as far as num'b«>rs 
am «*oncenied. winning eight and finishing second twiis*. but tlic value of Tippity’s stake successes were

Ziniiiier’s old eum|iaigner, I*reston Lynn, furiitslied a 
thriller by coming fnim the rear, after being oiil- 
Iiuceil ill the earl.v running, and in a terrific clos- 
ing nisli snatched victory fnmi the three-year-old 
ttrnery by tlie smallest of margins.

Col. Matt J. Winn, manager of Chnrcliill Downs 
and laiiirel Park tracks, in commenting on the over- 
wlielming victory of racing in Maryland, where all 
hostile legislation against tin* s|s»rt was killed last 
week, said that it was the appreiiation by tls* Ia*g- 
islatiire of Maryland of the vast lniportan«*e of thor- 
oughbred produVtioii for the national defense that 
won for racing in the bitter fight for tlie niainte- 
iian<*e of the s|M>rt in the Old Lin«* State. 

“The racing and breeiling interests of Maryland.” 
said Colonel Winn, “put forth the argument ail- 
vanced by MaJ. Gen. I>*onard Wo<k 1 some years ago. 
while Geiii'rai WimmI was chief of the general staff, 
that thoroughhreil blood is indis|iensihle in the mili- 
tary horse. We were siipisirted in this contention 
by Major General Kuhn, the <-ommaiider of Camp 
Meade; Brigadier Generals Nicholson and Hero. 
Col. Uaynioiid Briggs, of the Three Hundred and 
Kleventli Field Artillery: Colonel Johnson, the eoin- 
mander of tlie camp of engineers at laiiirel Park, 
and otlMT enliglitened offi^-ers. and we won in the 
House of Delegates, a braiuli of tlie Legislature in 
whh'li we feared we might be lieateii. Obviously, 
tlierefore. this proixisitioii. which is little uudt'rstood 
outside army circles iii this country, brouglit the 
House over. To sav that was gratifying is putting 
it llghti.v. This rei'-ognition of the essential i*onnec- 
tion between thoroughbred production, tlx* effe«-tive- 
ness of which hinges, inevitabl.v. on clean and suc- 
cessful racing, by the I>*gislature of Maryland is 
highly significant'. 

"It foreshadows a coming «*onntry-wide apprecia- 
tion of the real mission of racing, which, ulti- 
ma tclj-, will n*store the thoroughbred to Ills own 
everywhere. Now that tlie developments of the 
great war have made the maintenance of a great 
liennancnt militar.v fon-e in tills «-oiintry indlspen- 
sible. the ]x*ople of the <-oiiiitr,v nia.v dej^nd upon 
it that the racing ass<K*iatioiis of the Old Line State, 
working in harmony with Mar.vland’s sixirtsmen and 
breeders, will do their utmost toward encouraging 
tiH* iirodnetion of military Inirses of the riglit sort 
in niinibers that will be of real military value to 
tiie nation. 

WILL SHOW DUE AFFRECIATION. 

We will show' the army, in a sntetan- 
tial manner, tliat the army’s snpisirt of racing is 
properl.v appreciHt<*d, and we will show the farmers 
and stoi-k raisers of Maryland and other states that 
liorsc production for military purposes is n matter 
of vital iniportanee. in an e«*onomic sense, to them. 
Maryland Is in for one of tin* most attractive nu-- 
iiig seasons in lier liistory. Tin* Pimlico Spring 
Handicap, the Preakness, the Green Spring Valley 
Stt'eplei-hase and the excellent programs of thg 
Havre de Grace and Bowie tracks have already 
brouglit tlie liest horses of the east to the state. 
The autumn progrsims of the same tracks will bring 
down an ever ls*tter seasoned band of campaigners 
of various ag«*s. 

“Kentucky rai-ing. wliicli will give a matter of 
$310,000 to tlie Red Cross tliis .vear, will lie 
is|ually good. The coming Derby iit Churchill 
Downs promises to be ns exciting a race as was 
ever mil in tlx* Blue Grass State. The difficulties 
of trans)iortatioii may prevent us from nttraeting to 
Chiireliill Downs in May as many of the fonnhlalile 
eastern three-year-olds ns we would like to Imve. 
hut it is enougli. perliaps, that Sun Briar, the big- 
gest two-year-old money winner of 1917 and tlie 
ais-epteil juvenile champion of tlie year, is to start. 

“It looks now as though the Derby niiglit resolve 
itself into a duel between Sun Briar, representing 
the east, and Kenneth Alexniider’s Esisiha. repre- 
senting the west, and this sectional rivalr.v will 
liave a stimulating effect everywhere.

ALL HAVRE DE GRACE STABLES TAKEN 

Eatira 850 Stalls Already Spoken For, with Many 
Additional Applications Fonring In. 

Havre de Grace. Md., April 4. — There are 850 
stalls at Havre de Grace and every one of tliem has 
been reserved. General Manager Burke has Imd to 
turn a deaf ear to numerous additional applications 
for stable room. 

This situation is entirel.v due to the eight or nine 
weeks of training weather horsemen who wintereil 
their stables in Maryland. New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and New York liave experienced. Hundn^ds of 
horses that would not, in less propitious seasons, 
have been as far advanced at the end of April as 
they were at the end of Marcli. are practically 
read.v for tlie colors, and if tliey cannot find 
stabling nt Havre de Grace track they must mark 
time until tlx* Jamaica meeting on Long Islanil. 
The trainers of tliese liorses liave been unable to 
get stabling at the Harford County track because, 
not knowing six and seven weeks back that their 
runners would be in such excellent condition at tills 
time, they ueglei-ted to apply for stalls until every- 
thing at the track had been pre-empted. 

Tlx* liorses now at Havre ^ Grace and the hor^s 
that will he coming on this week and next will find 
excellent going for galloping. Already two-year- 
olds of the Rose and Mcf'Ielland bunds have been 
sJiowing quarters in :3% and halves In 48 or tlK*ra- 
aboiits. Tlie track, really, is in as good eonditioii 
as it was last fall.

HORSE RACE MEANS OF ENDING STRIKE 



How New Zealand Turfmen Figured in Breaking 
Backbone of Ship Handlers’ Strike. 



“Propagandists of tlie socialistic order of things, 
nsnally asserting that the high and lofty motive is 
at tile base of desirable happenings in their favor, 
set up tliis claim for the settlement of the great 
ship liandlers’ strike in New Zealand,’’ declared 
E. Boswortli. commercial agent of the I’nit^ 
States I)e|Kirtment of Commerce, who hsts been _ in 
the far east investigating the shoe and leather in- | 
diistr.v. at the ('incinnati ('hamber of Commerce last 
Monday. “As a matter of fact, it was not any 
high and lofty motive that ended the ship handlers’ 
strike, but a horse ra<*e.’’ said Mr. Bosworth. as he 
prTM'eeded to unfold his reasons for this rather re- 
markable statement. “When I arrived at Welling- 
ton. which is located bn the North Island of New 
Ze.alund and is the capital, “there were tliousands 
of dollars worth of meats, butter, cheese and other 
foodstuffs rotting on the various docks. When 
asked as to tlie reason for this seemingly needless 
waste, the onljr reply I 'received was: ’Oh. what 

does it matter’:’ This condition i^ontinned for sev- 
eral days and was accompanied by rioting and con- 
siderable disorder between the strikers and police. 
Shiiis la.y at anciior, business was almost suspended 
on the harbor front and a general eonditiuu of un- 
rest was apparent. But no one seemed to be tak- 
ing ail aggressive stand in attempting to settle the 
controversy. A few days after my arrival several 
tall ’inlanders’ came down id the docks and wanted 
to know when they <-ould get a ship for Dunedin, 
which is located on tlie South Island of New Zea- 
land. They received no satisfaction, merely being 
told tliat no slii|is were being loaded on account of 
tlie strike. ‘This will never do,’ said the spokes- 
man of the party. ‘We have two liorses entered in 
cup race at Dunedin and we have our money 
down. We intend to ship them for the race.’ After 
delivering themselves of this ultimatum ’ they de- 
parted.” said Mr. Boswortli. 

“In two days a iwrty of ‘inlanders,’ leading two 
horses and armeil with clubs, rame marching into 
Weilington. and made straight for the docks. The 
liorses wore thoroughbreds and apparantly liad been 
carefully preiiared for racing,’’ continued Mr. Bos- 
worth. 

“Apiioaching the docks they marched up to where 
a ship was tinchoreil. and, calling the captain, de- 
manded that the two horses be loaded for Dunedin.’’ 

“ ’Nothing doing,’ in good American slang, was 
tlie only rejoinder tiiey re«-eived. 

’’ ’But these horses are entered in the Dtineilin 
Cup and they must be there for the race. We have 
our money down.’’ 

’’ ‘Well, we can’t load them, because there is a 
strike here,’ expostulated the captain. 

“ ‘I>Hid ’em,’ said the man,- who evidently was 
the owner. 

“As tile horst's started over the gangplank there 
was a rush of the roustabouts, and after several 
heads liad been cracked by the ‘inlanders’ the wharf 
hustlers withdrew, the horses were loaded and tlie 
backbone of tlie strike thereiiiion was broken,’’ de- 
clan-d Mr. Bosworth. 

“So it was a horse race, rather than any high 
and loft.v motive, such as we .have been leil to lie- 
lieve. tliat eiideil the famous New Zealand long- 
slioreinen’s strike. It is <|uite ne<-essary to add 
tliat one of the liorses. on wliose aci'oiint tlie strike 
was broken, won tlie Dunedin Cup,’’ lie concluded.
